My brother’s machine had 
had both benzine tanks smashed, 
and at the same moment Capt. Ball 
had been shot through the head. 
'He carried with him some photo- 
graphs and,cuttings from the news- 
papers of his town, where he had 
been greatly feted. Apparently he 
had been on leave a short time be- 
fore. 

In Boelcke’s time Capt. Ball had 
destroyed 30 German machines. He, 
too, had found his master. Was it 
by chance that a prominent man 
such as he should also die an ordi- 
nary soldier’s death? 

Capt. Ball was most certainly the 
commander of the Anti-Richthofen 
Squadron. I believe that the Eng- 
lishmen will not give up their at- 
tempts to catch me. I should regret 
it, for in that case I should miss 
many nice opportunities to make 
myself beloved by them.

This war is the greatest thing that 
we have been privileged or will be 
privileged to see and,help in.” | 

His address on, “The Embattled | 
Democracy,” before the New York 
Southern Society, Dec. 12, 1917, con-| 
cluded with a declaration of the ‘“‘joy 
in store’’ for u8, not only that victory 
would bring a better era and larger 
liberty, but that, by joining in the 
war, “we Americans have been priv- 
ileged to particfrpate in making them | 
a common asest for mankind.” 

A United Nation Now. 

For himself, he said, in speaking 
to the National Conference on War 
Camp Community Recreation Serv- 
fice in Washington, Oct. 23, 1917: 

“I am suppose I am just like ev- | 
erybody else. I would,like to go | 
over the top. I would like to storm 
a rampart. I would like to grab a 
‘lag which was shot down and raise 
it up and go forward with it, and 
feel that I had taken Old Glory where 
it ought to be.” 

There is another personal touch in 
Mr. Baker’s answer to the remark 
that. we are “fighting for France and 
England.” That, he says, isn’t true. 
But suppose it were? In his Rich- 
mond address he said: 

“I do not know how it is with you, 
but I have a limitless admiration for 
the British and French people. I 
am not very sure that I would not be 
perfectly willing to fight for them 
and for them only.’’ 

Of the_union that the war has 
brought us, he said, in Washington, 
Oct. 8, 1917: 

“We are more of a nation today 
than we have been at any time in 
the whole hundred years and more 
of our glorious history.” And to 
the Boston City Club, “We are con- 
solidated as one people. We have* 
one thougat. °*: * * We are 
Americans now, joining hands with 
the heroes of France and England.” | 

Secretary Baker has a good deal) 
to say that is of interest to pacifists— | 
not the pacifists of today who use'! 
the word as a bad cloak for disloyal-.| 
ty, but the idealists, who cannot bear 
the thought of any war. The follow- 
ing sentences are taken from differ- 
ent speeches: 

“I do not love war. © © ®% Jf 
do not enjoy the idea of war, and yer 
there are some things dearer than 
life. Our fathers fought from 1776 
to 1783 to establish freedom. Would 
we call back the Continental army? 
Would we send Lafayette back to 
France—and Rochambeau? Would 
we take Washington's sword out of 
his hand and break it over our knee 
and say: ‘Don’t do that. We weuld 
rather live forever slaves to a tyran- 
nous Government than have a fight 
about it?’ Would we call back any 
of the true wars that have been 
fought for principle and for the es- 
tablishment’ of right in this world? 
No! 

“By the rotation of events and the 
Irresistible logic of righteousness 
which summons every brave arm to 
the right side of the cause, the 
United States has entered this war. 
And ft will never turn back unfil it 
has given the world peace; not mere- 
ly a cessation of conflict, but peace 
based upon righteousness. 

“The end of this whole matter is 
that when this war is over and it is 
definitely determined among the 
children of men that autocracy is 
bidden to veil its face forever; when 
the Government becomes all over 
the world merely the instrument of 
enlightened popular will and judg- 
ment; when the interests of the low- 
est and the least in every society are 
vital to the welfare and the interest 
of all that society; when the rule of 
the people is established in the world 
and the historians write it down that 
America, born in freedom and dodi- 
cated to liberty, has saved that great 
doctrine for the salvation of man- 
kind—it will then be said that in 
1917 we ermored our natior: and sent 
to the war our soldiers; that we sus. 
tained them by eur industrial enter- 
prises at home; that we hkept our na- 
tional spirit pure anf undefiled, and 
that the dawn of liberty for men a'l 
over the world dates from that day 
when our soldiers landed in France 
and began the final battles of frea- 
dom.” 

The book contains the three prin- 
cipal addresses made by the Secre- 
tary of War to our troops io France.

Canteen Service 


A troop train rolls in at four o’clock, three 
hours late. No one has had dinner. It isn’t 
any one’s fault. There has been a freight 
wreck or something has delayed it. 
Everyone is tired; everyone is hungry. 
A soldier in the first coach passes along 
the word, Here they are! Down the yard 
come the Red Cross women; the coffee is 
ready and hot, trays of sandwiches, a por- 
tion for every man, for Red Cross knew 
they were coming and is ready for them. 
Best of all there is a word of cheer. In 
five minutes all hands are in good spirits. 
The postcards are ready for the men to 
write home, the Red Cross Motor Corps 
stands beside to take the one sick soldiér 
to the hospital, and there will be Red 
Gross women to see that he is not forgot- 
ten there. All is conducted in an orderly 
way in full co-operation with the Army 
authorities and railway management. 
This is typical of what the Red Cross is 


doing at 700 important railroad points in 


the United States today. ae 
Camp Service 4 


. The great army cantonment or naval sta- 
tion is a new kind of city. Here are 40,000 
young men, in a new environment, living 
a new kind of life. There is every prob- 
lem of the city of .40,000, always with 
some novel phase. The Red Cross has 
filled-a real place in these new cities, help- 
ing the Army and Navy in keeping the 
men healthy, comfortable and happy. 

In the camp the young soldier finds that 
elaborate preparation had been made for 
his arrival. The site has been made 
healthry and comfortable by the Army or 
Navy. The area surrounding the camp 
has been in charge of the United States 
Sanitary Service, the Red Cross Sanitary 
| and the local health authorities. 

If an epidemic threatens the camp, as 
during the recent winter, and the hard- 
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worked Army Medical Staff is baffled, 
they may call for a Red Cross laboratory 
car to be rushed to the seene with its ex- 
pert bacteriologists and scientific equip- 
ment to study the situation and help pro- 
tect the men. 


In every camp there are the Red Cross" 


Storehouses filled with emergency med- 
ical and surgical supplies. Then there are 


the knitted geods made by the devoted- 


women of America, and there were few 
of our men-who were not thankful to 
those women for additional comfort dur- 
ing the trying winter months. 

If the soldier falls ill in the canten- 
ment he is put in ar’ ambulance, perhaps 
the gift of a Red Cross chapter, its driver 
quite possibly a member of a Red Cross 
ambulanee unit which has been given to 
the Army; he is taken to the base hospital, 
operated by the Army Medical Corps; pos- 
sibly the doctor attending him is an of- 
ficer of a Hospital Unit organized and 
equipped by the Red Cross; his nurse in 
all probability is one of the thousands of 
Red Cross nurses recruited by the Red 
Cross for service-in the Army and Navy. 

When he begms to recov he has the 
Red Cross Convalescent uses, Here 
are reading and lounging rooms, an en- 
tertainment auditorium, a place to meet 
his friends and hasten his recovery. Then 
there are sleeping accommodations for 
his mother who may have been sum- 
moned in the eritical stage of his illness. 

In. every camp there are Red Cross 
Home Service representatives to keep the 
man in touch with his home folks, to ad- 
vise them of the details of his sickness, to 
counsel him about family or financial 
complications, to take home-worries from 
his shoulders, and through the Red Cross 
Chapter in his home town to remove the 
cause of those worries.

It is a new condition that such a large 
percentage of its young men should be 
removed from a town with all they have 
meant in moral and financial support. 
Their absence creates new problems, in 
the aggregate so large they must be coped 
with in a large way. Red Cross Home 
Service makes the sympathy, interest and 


help of the whole community available to © 


the family in a praetical manner. It is 
playing the part of the old neighbor in a 
new way. 

To see that the family is not disorgan- 
ized while he is absent; to give temporary 
financial aid when necessary; to care for 
those who, though they are related to him, 
have no legal claim upon the Government; 
to give information about pay-allotments, 
terms of enlistment, war risk insurance; 
to co-operate with the Government in the 
after-care of the disabled soldier and his 
readjustment to life; to act as the good 
neighbor and friend of the family in trou- 
bles large and small when the soldier is 
absent—these are the aims of Red Cross 
Home Service, established in every sec- 
tion of the country, and already serving 
one hundred thousand dependent fami- 
lies of soldiers and sailors. 

Home Service is not a charity; it is as 
much the soldier’s right as any protection 
which the people give him. 


Foreign Service 


American troops are now in France in 
great numbers—greater numbers will fol- 


low day by day—and America’s task | 


abroad will become sterner. 

‘The need for the Red Cross abroad is 
but greater for the distance. 
preparation for the reception of our 
troops in France has been going on since 
the first month of the war. The Red Cross 


Commission in France has built a great,” 


extensive organization in people and ma- 
terial, to assure that our men will have 
every care the Red Cross can give them, 
Through all the months since war began, 
Red Cross supplies have occupied a part 
of many ships, piling up in the great Red 
Cross warehouses in France against the 
arrival of our men. The great Red Cross 
motor fleet has been organized to trans- 
port Red Cross supplies. 

All through these months, the organiza- 
tion has been studving and training, so 
that it would be able to cope effectively 
with the problems created by the arrtval 
of our men: Red Cross in France is sup- 
porting our Army and is ready for any 
further task that may, within reason, fall 
to it. 

On the way to his camp in France, the 
American soldier gets food and rest at the 
Red Cross canteens. On the way from the 
trenches to his camp, he meets the great 
Red Cross canteens on the lines of com- 
munication. Here the tired, nerve-worn 
soldier, covered with vermin, gets food, a 
bath, rest, and clean clothes. The great 
canteen at Chalons is typical. As he goes 
into the front line trenches, and as he 
comes out, he is met by the Red Cross

If the soldier is taken prisoner he still 
finds the Red Cross caring for him. The 
Red Cross, in co-operation with the Quar- 
termaster General of the Army, furnishes 
all American prisoners in Germany with 
food, clothing and tobacco.

them, directly or indirectly, for any legitimate | 
| effort to organize the unorganized. On the other 
hand any coercion on the part of the unionists | 
of either employers or employes will not be tol- 
erated. 

Secondly, all union shops shall continue as union 
shops, and the union standard of* wages, hours 
and conditions of employment be maintained. 
The Board will not use its power to compel open 
shops to become closed in the union's interpreta- 
tion of the term, but employers must issue no 
orders preventing 100 per cent organization of 
these shops if the workers chose to organize them. 

All established safeguards for the protection of 
the health and safety of the workers must be 
retained.

‘Then suddenly the Government was confronted 
with a situation where strikes could not be tol- 
erated. To permit a constant interruption of war 
industries would mean sure defeat upon the fir- 
ing line. But to take away the strike meant to 
take away labor’s only weapon. The only way 
the Government cot!d deny the right to strike 
was to give full assurance that no strike would 
be necessary. 

“And that meant much more than passing a 
law. American workers have many times placed 
good laws on the statute books, only to find that 
they had to organize and strike for their enforce- 
ment. No matter how patriotic they were, they 
could not expect to trade their only weapon for 
a statute. 

“That is the problem which confronted the War 
Labor Conference, out of which grew the present 
board. And let me say that I believe the problem 
would have been insurmountable a few years ago. 
The most perfect law could not have pulled the 
trick. 

“Compulsory arbitration could not do it. It is 
inconceivable that American workers shall be 
forced to toil by the strong arm of the Govern- 
ment, to say nothing of the unconstitutionality 
of involuntary servitude. Again, no force on

“But, behind all this grim pur- 
pose, my friends, lies the oppor- 
tunity te demonstrate not. only 
force which will be demonstrated 
to the utmost, but the opportunity 
to demonstrate character, and it is 
that opportunity that. we nave 
most conspicuously in the work of 
the Red Cross. 

“Not that our men m arms do 
not represent our charactcr, for 
they do, and it is a character 
which those who see and realize 
appreciate and admire; but their 
duty is the duty of force. The 
duty of the Red Cross is the dut; 
of mercy and succor and friena- 
ship. 

Knitting World Together. 

“Have you formed a picture in 
your tmagination of what this war 
is doing for us and for the world” 
In my own mind, I am convincec 
that not a hundred years of peacc 
could have knitted this nation to- 
gether as this single year of war 
has knitted it together; and better 
even than that, if possible, it is 
knitting the world together. 

“Look at the picture. Im the 
center of the scene, four nations 
engaged against the world, and 
at every point of vantage. showing 
that they are seeking selfish ag- 
grandizement; and, against trem, 
23 Governments representing the 
greater part of the population of 
the world drawn together ito a 
new sense of community of inter- 
est, a new sense of community of 
purpose, a mew sense of unity of 
ife. 

“The Secretary of War told me 
an interesting incident the other 
day. He said when he was in 
Italy a member of the Italiat. Gov- 
ernment was explaining to him the 
many reasons why Italy felt near 
to the United States. 

“If you want to try an fmnter- 
esting experiment go up to any of 
these troop trains and ask in En- 
glish how many of them have deen 
in America and see what happens.’ 

“He tried the experimen:. He 
went up to a troop train ard he 
said, ‘How many of you boys have 
been in America?’ and he sxaid it 
seemed to him as if half of them 
sprang up: ‘Me from San Francis- 
co; me from New York; all over’ 
There was part of the heart of 
América in the Italian army Peo- 
ple that had been knitted to us by 
association, who knew us. who 
had lived amongst us, who had 
worked shoulder to shoulder with 
us, and now friends of America, 
were fighting for their native Italy. 

“Friendship is the only cement 
that will ever hold the world to- 
gether. And this intimate con- 
tact of the Red Cross with the peo- 
ples who are suffering the terrors 
and deprivations of this war, is go- 
ing to be one of the greatest in- 
strumentalities of friendship that 
the world ever knew, and the cen- 
ter of the heart of it all, if we sus- 
tain it properly, Will be this land 
that we so dearly love. 

Day of Duty Has Come. 

“My friends, a great day of duty 
hag come and duty finds a man’s 
soul as no kind of work can ever 
find it. 

“May I say this? The duty that 
faces us all now is to serve one an- 
other, and no man can afford to 
make a fortune out of this war. 
There are men amongst us who 
have forgotten that, if they ever 
saw it. Some of: you are old 
enough—I am old enough—to re- 
member men who made fortunes 
out of the Civil War,and you know 
how they were regarded by their 
fellow citizens. 
save one country—this is a war to 
save the world. 

“And yotir relation to the Red 
Cross is one of the relations which 
will relieve you of the stigma. You 
ean’t give anything to the Govern- 
ment of the United States; it won't 
accept it. There is a law of Con- 
gréss against accepting even serv- 
ices without pay. The only thing 


that the Government will accept is 


a loaf, and duties performed; but 
it is & great deal better to give 
than to lend or to pay and your 
gréat channel for giving is the 
American Red Cross. 

“Down {in your hearts you can't 
take very much satisfaction, in the 
last analysis, in lending money to 
the Government of the United 
States, because the interest which 
you draw will burh your pockets; 
it is a commercial transaction, and 
some mén have even dared to cavil 
at the rate of intetest, not know- 
ing the incidental commentary that 
constitutes upon their attitude. 

Give Abundantly, He Says. 

“But when you give, something 
of your heart, something of your 
soul, something of yourself goes 
with the gift, particularly when it 
is given in such form that it never

“And think what we have here; 
we call it the American Red Cross, 
but it is merely a branch of @ 
great international organization, 
which is not only recognized by 
the statutes of each of the civil- 
ized Governments of the world, 
but it is recognized by interna- 
tional agreement and treaty as the 
recognized and accepted instru- 
mentality of mercy and succor. 
And one of the deepest stains that 
rests upon the reputation of the 
German army is that they have 
not respected the Red Cross. 

“That goes to the root of the 
matter. They have not respected 
the instrumentality they them- 
selves participated in setting up 
as the thing which-no man was 
to touch, because it was the ex- 
pression of common humanity. 
We are members, by being mém- 
bers of the American Red Cross, 
of a great fraternity and comrade- 
ship which extends all over the 
world, and this cross which these 
ladies bore today is an emblem of 
Christianity itself. 

Praises Work of Women. 


“It fills my imagination, ladies 
and gentlemen, to think of the 
women all over this country who 
are busy tonight, and are busy 
every night and every day, doing 
the work of the Red Cross, busy 


the most serviceable thing to do, 
busy with a forgetfulness of all 
the old frivolities of’ their social 
relationships, ready to curtail the 
duties of the household in order 
that they may contribute to this 
common work that all _ their 
hearts are engaged in, and in do- 
ing with their hearts become ac- 
quainted with each other. 

“When you think of this, you 
realize how the people of the 
United States are being drawn to- 
gether into a great intimate fam- 
ily whose heart is being used for 
the service of the soldiers not only, 
but for the services of civilians, 
where they suffer and are lost in 
a maze of ee and distrac- 
tions. 


“And you es then, this noble 
picture of justice and mercy as 
the two servants of liberty. For 
only where men are free do they 
think the thoughis of comrade- 
ship; only where they are free do | 
they think the thoughts of sym- 
pathy; only where they are free 
are they mutually helpful; only 
where they are they free do they 
réalize their dependence upon one 
another and their comradeship in 
a common interest and common 


“I heard a story told the other 
day that was ridiculous, but it is 
worth repeating because it con- 
tains the germ of truth. An In- 
dian was enlisted in the army. He 
returned ti the reservation on a 
furlough. He was asked what he 
thought of it. He said: ‘Not much 
g00d; too much salute; not much 
shoot.’ Then he was asked: ‘Are 
you going back?’ ‘Yes.’ ‘“ ‘Well, 
do you know what you are fighting 
for?’ ‘Yes, me know; fight to 
make whole damn world demo- 
cratic party.’ 


Tells of Pathetic Messages. 


“He had evidently misunder- 
stood some innocent sentence of 
Try own. But, after all, although 
theer is no party in it, he got it 
right a sfar as the word ‘party’ to 
make the whole world democratic 
in the sense of community of in- 
terest and of purpose, and if you 
ladies and gentlemen could read 
some of the touching dispatches 
which come through official chan-

“On the western battle front weak 
artillery activity yesterday increased 
considerably before darkness set tn.

AMERICANS HOLD 
MORE OF FRO 
THAN BELGIANS 


Officially iiniisened That 
Mileage of Pershing’s Men 
Is Exceeded Only by That 
of Britain and France. 


BEING INCREASED 
AT RAPID RATE 


Apparently Little Doubt That 
U. S. Forces Abroad Will 
Pass Million Mark by Mid- 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (By A, 
P.).—With every indication pointing 
to the early resumption of a German 
drive in France, officials here feel 
that all that could be done to bring 
American aid to the allied armies 
has been done. They await the out- 
come ‘with the same supreme confi- 
dence that Germany’s offensive pow- 
er finally will be répulsed as do the 
French and British leaders. 

American troops are shoulder to 
shoulder with the French and British 
in Picardy while in Flanders Ameri- 
can units are training close behind 
the battle lines, ready to go in imme- 
diately if necessary. In both places 
the number of Americans is being in- 
creased at a rate not hoped for only 
a few months ago, and on the two 
American sectors farther south, the 
lines are being strengthened and ex- 
tended daily. 

With more than 500,000 men over- 
seas, the United States forces are oc- 
cupying their full share of the fight- 
ing line. It was learned officially to- 
day that the actual frontage held is 
third in extent at this time, having ex- 
ceeded the length of the Belgian sec- 
tor when American troops came into 
line with the French in Picardy. 

Officials here believe that the 
German high command is so heavily 
committed to the Picardy and Flan- 
ders sectors in its offensive plans 
that no _ serious effort elsewhere 
along the front is to be expected. It 
therefore appears certain that when 
the new blow is struck, Americans 
will share in increasing numbers 
from month to month in the Ger- 
man defeat. 


Progress on This Side. 

Meanwhile, evénts are moving 
swiftly on this side to back up the 
army now abroad with a steady and 
increasing flow of men and equip- 
ment. Members of the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee, in their weekly 
conference at the War Department 
today, are understood to have been 
shown that encouraging progress is 
being made in all lines. 

There appears to be little doubt 
now that the American forces 
abroad will pass the million mark 
‘by midsummer, although official 
statements were lacking. The rate 
at which troops are being sent over- 
seas is rising from week to week. 
Figures may not be published, but 
Secretary Bakers’ recent statement 


that 500,000 had been despatched is’ 


regarded as already out of date. 
Senators Express Gratification. 


The exact front mileage in charge. 
of the American forces was disclosed 
to the committee, but was not mude 
public. The Senators, however, ex- 
pressed great gratification at the ex- 
tent of the American front line activ- 
ity. One of the four American sec- 
tors, near Montdidier, was said to be 
of much activity and importance in 
the allied plans. 

The officers described in detail the 
aircraft situation at the: American 
fronts. Reports on aircraft produc- 
tio nin this country were said by 
Senators later still to be disappoint- 
ing, without much improvement in 
the general situation. 

Improvement in ordnance and oth- 
er production was reported by the 
War Council, which arranged to have 
the Military Subcommittee investi- 
gating the ordnance situation, visit 
the Aberdeen (Md.) proving grounds 
next Tuesday. 

American troops are being sent 
abroad with great rapidity. The 
transportation outlook was said to 
be promising although problems of 
supplying the American forces 
abroad are said to be increasing be- 
cause of the rapidly mounting size of 
the American expeditions. 

Communique From Pershing. 

An official American comniunique 
from Gen. Pershing made public tv- 
night by the War Department says 
yesterday's fighting on the American 
front wasl tmited to reconnaissances 
and intermittently active artillery fir- 
ing.

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American Ensign Tells of - pheir Sufferings 
From Hunger, Thirst and Ex posure 
— Pigeon Brought Feeecue

WASHINGTON, May 18. (By A. P-) | 
—Ensign E. A. Stone, U. 8S. N- Fre 
serves, of Norfolk, Va. given up fF 
drowned in the English Channel last 
month, has safely arrived in London. 

With a companion Stone clung for 
eighty hours without food or drink to 
the under side of a seaplane pontoon 
before he was saved. 

Ensign Stone tells a thrilling story 
of how he and his companion, Sub- 
lieutenant Eric Moore of the Royal 
Naval Air Service, drifted on the 


seas from a Saturday morning until 
a Tuesday night, before reaching 
safety. 

“EF left our station in a British 
seaplane as pilot with Sublieut. Eric 
Moore as observer at 9 a m.,” 
he said. “Our duty was to convoy 
patrols. When two hours out, nav- 
ing met our shf™s coming from the 
westward, we thought we sighted a 
periscope ahead and turned off in 
pursuit. We lost our course. Our 
engine dropped dead and at 11:30 
o’clock forced us to lazgd on the 
surface in a rough sea. 

“We had no kite nor radio to call 
for assistance, so released our two 
carrier pigeons. We tied a message 
with our positions and the word 
‘sinking’ on each. Zhe first, a blue- 
barred one, flew straight off and 
reached home. But the other, which 
was white-checked, lit .on our ma- 
chine and would not bunde_ until 
Moore threw our navigation clock 
at him, which probably upset him so 
that he failed us. 

Capsized by Heavy Sea. 

“Heavy seas smashed our tail 
planes, which kept settling. I saw 
that they were pulling the machine 
down by the rear, turning her over. 
We tore the tail fabric to lessen the 
impact of the waves. It wasn’t any 
use to stop. The tail flat was smashed 
and its box filled with water. This 
increased the downward leverage and 
rose her perpendicularly in the air. 
At 2:30 p. m. we capsized, climbing 
up the nose and ‘over the top’ to the 
underside of the pontoons. 

“Our emergency ration had been 
in the observer's seat at the back, but 
we had been so busy trying to repair 
the motor and save ourselves ftom 
turning over that we didn’t remem- 
ber this until too late. When I 
crawled aft for food, Moore saw that 
I was only helping the machine to 
capsize.. He yelled to me to come 
back and I did just in time to save 
myself from being carried down with 
the tail and drowned. From then on 
for nearly four days, until picked up 
by a trawler we were continually 
soaked and lashed by seas and with 
nothing to eat or drink. We had 
nothing to cling to, and so to keep 
from being washed overboard we got 
up on the same pontoon and hugged 
our arms about one another’s bodies 
for the whole time. We _ suffered 
from thirst. I had a craving for) 
canned peaches. Twice a_ drizzle 
came on, wetting the pontoon. We 
turned on our stomachs and lapped 
up the moisture, but the paint came 
off with salt and nauseated us. 

Saw Food Drift By. 

“Our limbs grew numb. From 
time to time the wreckage from tor- 
pedoed ships. would pass. Once two 
full biscuit tins came close enough 
to swim for, but by then, in our 
weakened state, we*°knew that we 
would drown if we tried to get them. 
We did haui in a third tin and broke 
it open. It was filled with tobacco. 

“Every day we saw convoys in the 
distance and vainly waved our hand- 


kerchiefs. We had no signa! lights 
to use at night. Our watches stopped 
and we lost all track of time. We 
realized how easy it was for a sub- 
marire out there to escape being 
spotted. On Sunday night we spied 
a mast headlight and shouted. The 
ship heard and began to circle us. 

We saw her portlight. She maeed 
red. She headed straight toward us 
until within a hundred yards. Then, 
when the crew were visible on the 
}deck of the vessel she suddenly put 
out her lights and turned away. ‘She 
thinks we are Huns,’ said Moore. ‘I 
hope she does,’ said I. ‘Then they'll 
send patrol boats out to get us. We 
couldn't be worse off if we were 
Germans.’ 

“But no rescue came. 

“On Monday afternoon a seaplane 
appeared from the East. It was fly- 
ing only 800 feet overhead, aiming 
down the channel. It seemed im- 
possible that she couldn’t sight us, 
for the air was perfectly clear. But 
she passed straight above without 
making any signal, flew two miles 
beyond and came back on her 
course. ‘Her observer must be send: 
ing wireless about us,’ I said. ‘Yes 
that is why we get no recognition,’ 
said Moore, ‘and now she's decided 
to go back and report.’ But that 
plane hadn’t even seen us. 

“Our spirits fel. We had been 
afraid of two things—being pickod 
up by neutral ships and interned, or 
captured by an enemy submarine. 
Now we even hoped that the enemy 
—that anything—would’* get wus to 
end it all. 

“‘A ship would have to run us 
down before seeing us,’ I said. 


Rescued by Trawler. 

“We sighted a trawler about 6 p. 
m. on Tuesday. She had just been 
chasing a submarine and so did not 
seem to take us very seriously at 
firat. We waved at her for half an 
hour before she changed her course. 
We ‘were both too weak to stand up 
and signal. We could only rise on 
our knees. Moore's hand were too 
swollen to hold a handkerchief, but 
I had kept my gloves on and was 
able to do so. The trawler moved 
warily around us but finally threw 
life preservers at the end of a line. 
I yelled that we were too weak to 
grasp it. She finally hove to, low- 
ered a boat and lifted us. aboard. 
Then we collapsed. 

“I remember asking for a drink 
and getting water. The skipper 
would let us only take sips, but he 
left a bottle near me and I drained 
it. He gave us biscuits but we could 
not chew or swallow them. I asked 
for peaches and it almost seemed 
that my dreams of them had come 
true when he shoved things between 
my teeth. | 

We felt no pain until our clothing 
was ripped off and blood rushed into 
our swollen legs and arms. Moore 
lost six toes from gangrene in the 
hospital. My feet turned black but. 
|decay didn’t set in.” 

Every machine from the seaplane 
base and those from a station on the 
French coast had searched continu- 
ally for the aviators after the blue 
pigeon had homed, as did all the 
patrols and destroyers in the area. 

Ensign Stone enlisted as a seaman 
and was trained in aviation. On 
Dec. 11 he was detached from the. 
naval air station at Hampton Roads, 
Va., and ordered to France for duty, 
arriving there Jan. 21. In February 
he was directed to report to the com- 
mandér of the United States naval 
forces, London, for patrol duty in 
England.

Opposition to conscription has 
come from some unexpected quar- 
ters. An instance is an article in 
the current number of the Church 
of Ireland Gazette, the leading organ 
of the Irish Protestant Church out- 
side Ulster, in which the writer be- 
lieves he is speaking the mind of all 
good Irish men in telling the Gov- 
ernment forcé*is no remedy and that 
no good can be derived from a san- 
guinary conflict with any section of 
the Irish people, while any Govern- 
ment which recklessly adds civil war 
in Ireland to the anxieties already 
confronting the empire would be ex- 
ecrated by the conscience of all 
Christian men. 

Commenting on the proclamation 
by Lord French, the Dublin Free- 
man’s Journal is quoted in an Ex- 
Change Telegraph dispatch from 
Dublin as saying:

Ireland under the cover of revela- 
tions connected with an alleged Ger- 
man plot. That appears to be the 
meaning of this rather strange proc- 
lamation, which is Chief Secretary 
Shortt’s first word to ‘the Irish 
prophets. 
“Of course it is not impossible

GRAND JURY TO INVESTIGATE 


FRAUD IN ELECTION IN 1916 


Circnit Attorney Says Action Will 
Be Taken Following Revcla- 
tions in Newell Contest. 

Election frauds in the Sevenreenth 


Ward in the November, 1916, elec- 
tion, disclosed Friday in the recount 
of hallots in the contest of James P. 
Newell, Democrat, against Public 


Administrator Frank M. Slater, Re- 
publican, will be investigated by the 
Grand Jury, Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Daniel said yesterday. 

The recount developed that Newell 
was defrauded in 245 votes in the 
sixteenth precinct of the Seven- 
teenth Ward, 119 votes cast for him 
not having been counted, and Slater 
having been credited with 126 more 
votes than were cast for him. The 
official returns by the judges in this 
precinct gave Slater 299 and Newell 
141, while the recount showed only 
173 for Slater and 260 for Newell. 

Through the recount up to this 
time Newell has wiped out Slater's 
tind of 103, and has a lead of 
667. 

The sixteenth precinct is bounded 
by Grand avenue, Vandeventer ave- 
nue, Lindell boulevard and Laclede 
avenue. 

Circuit Attorney McDaniel said 
that Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Griffin, who has been watching the 
recount to obtain evidence of fraud, 
will remain in the Election Commis- 
sioner’s office until the work is 
completed. 

Slater yesterday conceded that 
Newell's gain was at least 500 and 
said he was greatly surprised at this 
result of the recount. The greatest 
gains for Newell were shown in the 
sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth 
precincts of the Seventeenth Ward. 
In these three, precincts Neweli 
gained 469 votes. 

Slater lives in the Seventeenth 
Ward, which he also represents on 
the Republican City Central Commit- 
tee.

WASHINGTON, May 18 (By A. 

P.).—Information reached the State 
Department today of the conclusion | 
of an agreement between Japan and. 
China for the protection of their | 
common interests in the Far East | 
against German aggression. Al- | 
the re- 


to make it clear that the agreement 
was only for the period of the war 
and was solely for protective pur- 
poses. 

A joint defensive to counteract 
German aggression in Siberia is 
known to be contemplated, but in- 
formation was lacking as to whether 
this would involve a movement in 
force into Siberia by Japanese and 
Chinese troops. As to the necessity 
for such action the State Depart- 
ment is not informed, but it is as- 
sumed that because of their prox- 
imity to Siberia, Japan and China 
doubtless are in better position to 
know the extent of German influ- 
ence there and the necessity of curb- 
ing it by military force. 

Regarding the agreement as of 
a purely defensive nature, the State 
Department does not believe it di- 
rectly concerns the United States 
and consequently it involves no 
change in the policy of the depart- 
ment in the treatment of the Far 
Eastern question. That policy, it is 
said, properly might be subject to 
revision if in the future Japan and 
China should find it necessary or ad- 
visable to call upon the United 
States or the Entente Allies for mil- 
itary or other substantial assistance 
in carrying out their plans. 

End of Unrest in China Sought. 

Practical difficulty in the combi- 
nation of Japanese and Chinese in- 
terests is suggested in diplomatic cir- 
cles here through the disaffection in | 
Southern China. Efforts are being | 
made, backed by powerful influences 
in and out of China, to induce these 
leaders to sink their personal aspir- 
ations so that the Chinese republic 
can be trought together as a unit 
to jo.n with Japan in maintaining 
peace in the Far East and in de- 
stroying any pernicious German in- 
fluence. 

For some time negotiations have 
been in progress at Pekin and Tokio 
looking to the co-operation of those 
two nations in that direction. Ja- 
pan, under her treaty with England, 
and also under the conditions self- 
imposed when she joined the En- 
tente allies, felt herself chargeable 
with maintaiming the security of the 
Far East. When German influence 
first began to manifest itself in Si- 
beria the Japanese Government con: 
ceived a plan of military occupation 
of some portions of Siberia, tmclud- 
ing the port of Viadivostok 12nd a 
zone along the Siberian Railway, 
certainly as far west as Lake Kaikal, 
and possibly to the Ural Mountains. 

Preliminary inquiries directed to 
the Entente Powers, however, Jevel- 
oped a divergence of views as to the 
wisdom of a single-handed movement 
of that kind by Japan. There was 
no disposition to question Japan's 
sincerity, but doubt was expressed 
as to the actual existence of immi- 
nent danger from German eggres- 
sion in that far-off quarter of the 
world, while the United States Gov- 
ernment feared that the effect upon

But it is ex- 
pressly declared here that any such 
ection is to be regarded as purely de- 
fensive; that there is no intention 
of making war upon Russia or of

NAVY AND MARINES 
HERE IN TWO DAYS 


Enlistment of Men Reach- 
ing 21 Years Since June 5 
Is Anticipated. 


The navy and the marine corps 
have recruited 245 men in St. Louis 
in the last two days, making a to- 
tal of 3398 recruits accepted here 
\for these two branches of service 
aince Jan. 1. The navy recruited 340 

men and the marines 100 men in the 
week ending yesterday. Since May 1 
the navy has enlisted 799 men and 
the marines 227 men. 

Yesterday was the navy’s best day, 
with 73 enlistments. The recruit- 
ing officers are trying to obtain a 
daily quota of 75 men, in order to 
maintain the proportion of recruits 
necessary for the enrollment of 125,- 
000 additional men throughout the 
country by Sept. 1. Since July 1, 
last. the:navy has recruited 4781 men 
here.

I put down the main consideration 
for the really most unselfish and 
helpful’action of America, in a mili- 
tary sense, to President Wilson.

The 
absorption of President Wilson in 
the big things of this war alone, and 
the idealism which inspires all his 
words and actions, I regard as the 
greatest moral and political force 
on the side of the grand alliance.

BRITISH WHIP GERMANS 


IN FIRST TANK FIGHT 


Seven English Craft Rout Six of 
Enemy and_=Inflict More 
Than 400 Casualties. 


LONDON, May 18 (By A. P.).— 
German tanks, whicn made their 
first appearance on the western 
front during the recent German of- 
fensive, came off second best in 
their encounters with the more 
powerful and better-managed Brit- 
ish tanks. 

Full accounts have just reached 
the British General Staff of the first 
pitched battle between German and 
British tanks, in which a squadron 
of six German land ships was routed 
by the British on April 24 near Vil- 
lers-Bretonneux. 

Six German tanks appeared in 
front of the British line and started 
to roll up the flanks of the British 
infantry positions. A call for help 
was sent to the nearest British tank 
camp and a squadron of both ‘“‘male’”’ 
and “‘female’’ tanks shortly appeared 
on the scene. A rough-and-tumble 
combat ensued. 


The British. female tanks, which 
appeared first, were outfought, but 
the arrival of the heavier male tanks 
completely changed the _ situation 
and the Germans fled after receiv- 
ing a bad beating. 


Meanwhile the British had 
brought up seven of the new fast 
cruiser type called “Whippet tanks,” 
which attacked the enemy's infantry 
positions on a ridge, rolling up the 
German line from the north. It de- 
veloped that this ridge was held by 
a line of machine-gun posts, while 
beyond the crest a large German 
force was massing in the open for an 
attack. The whippets ran from shell 
hole to shell hole, inflicting terrible 
casualties and completely disorganiz- 


,ing the enemy's preparations for at- 


tack. 


These seven tanks, each with a 
full crew of 20 men, inflicted more 
than 400 casualties on the enemy in 
this engagement, while the casual- 
ties on board the tanks were only 
five men. 

An officer of the General Staff, 
commenting on this engagement tv 
the Associated Press, said: 


“The British tank has justified 
itself. The Germans have adopted 
them, but there is yet no evidence 
that they have any large number 
available. With the start which we 
have in tank construction we should 
be able to preserve our superiority 
without difficulty.”

GOOD WORK BY BRITISH 
SUBMARINES IN BALTIC 


One German Battleship, One 
Cruiser and Many Merchant- 
men Sunk There During Fall. 


— } 


LONDON, May 18 _ (Special.).— 
The veil may now be lifted con- 
cerning the cperations of a number 
of British submarines which, ffom 
1915 to last year were co-operating 
tn the Baltic with the Russian navy. 
The German fleet, while seldom 
making an appearance in the North 
Sea, frequently used the waters of 
the Baltic, hence it was that British 
undersea craft were sent to sup- 
plement the Russian submarine 
forces there. 

They did excellent service in at- 
tacking and destroying war vessels 
ond were able to keep a watchful eye 
on the movement of the German 
fleet, besides effectively dislocating 
a relatively large amount of enemy 
merchant craft. 

To get from the North Sea to the 
Baltic was no mere child’s play, for 
oll the entrances were watched by 
the enemy, and it was only by re- 
sorting to rushes that the gauntlet 
was run. However, they got 
through. 


Gets Big Game. 

One submarine got into grips with 
«% large prey one October morning. 
Forming the opinion that a German 
armed tramper was working in ad- 
vance of other war vessels, the sub- 
marine Captain kept watch on the 
position and observed smoke in the 
distance. Eventually he came up 
with an enemy battleship of the 
Deutschland class, escorted by two 
torpedo boat destroyers. Half an 
hour later he fired at the ship, and 
observed a vivid flash of explosion 
along the waterline at the point of 
aim. 

This was followed by a loud con- 
cussion, and the entire ship was 
immediately hidden in a column of 
thick gray smoke, probably due to 
the fore magazine having been ex- 
tloded by a torpedo. Portions of the 
ship fell all around in the water. 
Eight minutes later, rising sufficient- 
ly to view. the scene, the subma- 
rine found the ship had disappeared, 
its destruction having been instan- 
faneous. The vessel was the battle- 
ship Prinz Adalbert. 

On another morning a submarine 
sighted a light cruiser and, div- 


ing, came up with her 25 minutes la- 
ter. The enemy vessel proved to be 
cne of the Ancowa class. The sub- 
marine fired a torpedo, and the ship, 
which seemed to have been put out 
of control by the explosion, swung 
round in a large circle, and then 
stopped. Fire was seen burstirg 
from her decks. The destroyer es- 
corting the cruiser turned to at- 
tack the British craft, which avoided 
her, and succeeded in firing a second 
torpedo, which hit the cruiser just 
abaft the mainmast. The explosion 
caused the after magazine to blow 
up. There was a loud report, and 
large masses of iron and other deb- 
ries were hurled into the air, and fell 
around the submarine. 

The destroyer in the meantime had 
opened a heavy fire on the subma- 
rine, which was forced to dive after 
endeavoring to reply to the attack. 
Before submerging the submarine 
noticed the crew of the cruiser as- 
sembling on the poop, and they were 
later rescued by a large’*German fer- 
ryboat which had apparently come 
up in response to the destroyer’s sig- 
nals. - 

Raiding German Merchant Craft. 

To turn to the way in which Brit- 
ish submarines dealt with the Ger- 
man mercantile traffic proceeding 
from a base:. One late autumn day, 
under orders to act against the traf- 
fic of German vessels, a submarine 
chased a steamer which hailed from 
Hamburg and was carrying wood. 
She was ordered to stop by the in- 
ternational code and by gunfire. A 
boarding party went on. board and 
the crew were ordered to abandon 
the ship. After they had left in 
their boats the seacocks were opened 
and charges were exploded. 

While this operation was in prog- 
ress the submarine sighted the Per- 
nambuco, a Hamburg-American 
liner, proceeding without lights. A 
boarding party was collected and the 
German vessel was overhauled. She 
immediately stopped. According to 
her chief officer, she was laden with 
3500 tons of iron ore for Stettin. So 
quickly did the crew abandon the 
ship and row away that they were 
lost in the darkness before further 
interrogation could be carried on. 
The same routine was followed in 
sinking this ship as in the first case, 
but owing to the approach of enemy 
craft the commander torpedoed her. 

The same night the Johannes 
Reuss of Hamburg, with coke and 
orders to reload with iron ore, was 
captured and sunk, argl the next 24 
hours resulted in the sinking of the 
Dal Alfoen. The next day the sub- 
marine commander reported: “All 
German traffic appears to have en- 
tirely ceased.” A British submarine 
in one day sank five vessels laden 


with ore badly needed by Germany, 
the total cargoes exceeding over 17,- 
600 tons. A neutral captain in- 
formed the British commander two 
days after that 20 German ships 
laden with ore had been stopped at 
the port of departure in consequence 
of his attacks.

5746 Eligible Men Signed Petitions, 
and Ordinance Is Suspended 
for 30 Days. 
The Board of Election Commis- 
sioners yesterday took up for con- 
sideration the certificates of the City 
Register of the petitions filed by the 
Voters’ Referendum League, for a 
referendum on the United Railways 
franchise ordinance.

tion by the Henry Motor Service Co., 
Thirty-third and Locust streets. This 
means the service and emergency 
calls for fifty-one of the dealers in 
automobiles in this city. 

This arrangement is a war measure 
and has practically been ordered by 
the War Service Board, its purpose 
being to work an economy in man 
power by making it unnecessary for 
the fifty-one shops in St. Louis to 
keep mechanics at night and on Sun- 
day waiting calls that may not 
come. All sales rooms are also to 


be closed nights and Sundays. 


This decision was reached at @ 
meeting of the St. Louis Automobile 
Manufacturers’ and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion Wednesday night at the City 
Club by unanimous vote and the vote 
decisively settled the fact that no 
work of any character is to be done 
on passenger cars at night or on 
Sunday, except emergency work. 

The process will be that an owner 
who has serious trouble on the road 
may call the Henry Motor Service 
Co,, and have his car started or 
hauled in on a fixed basis of charges 
agreed upon. In case of a tow-in 
the Henry Motor Service Ca. will not 
work on the car but will turn it over 
the next morning to the dealer select- 
ed by the owner of the car. 

This ruling does not, however, ef- 
fect work on motor trucks and de- 
livery cars, the decjsion of the War 
Board being that “f commercial ve- 
hicles must be ke in service and 
when necessary night and Sunday 
work on them will be permitted. 

According to F. W. A. Vesper, pres- 
ident of the National Automobile 
Dealers’ Association, this plan will 
be adopted in every city in the United 
States. Mr. Vesper delivered the 
ultimatum of the War Board in an 
address to the meeting. Under this 
system every car owner will be 
issued an identification card by 
the company from, which he has 
purchased his car and in calling the 
central service station at night or on 
Sunday he will be required to give 
his service card number. The work- 
ing out of details of the plan is in 
the hands~of President Joseph A.

N irteresting sidelight into the 


steps manufatcurers are tak- 
ing to counteract the shortage 
of labor was given by V. L. Day, sales 
manager of the General Motor Truck 
Co., who visited the local branch last 
week. 

“Like other manufacturers we have 
lost a great deal of skilled labor 
through cur men entering the serv- 
ice. The vast number of trucks now 
being used by the Government has 
caused -an exceptionally large de- 
mand for men famillar with trucks,” 
said Day. 

“It was necessary for us to find 


some substitute and we naturally 
turned to women. Anyone who could

geant-at-Arms, W. D. Clark, Vehicle | Work on the 


assembly floor would 
hesitate before calling them the 
weaker sex. Six months ago we did 
not have a woman employed in the 
mechanical department and today 
they represent practically 20 per cent 
of our employes. 

“Their efficiency and the ease with 
which they adapt themselves to the 
work is the surprise of everyone con- 
nected with the factory. As the war 
progresses their number is bound to 
increase as more and more men are 
required for war work. 

‘But efficient as they are proving 
they will not stave off the shortage 
of motor trucks that is bound to ex- 
ist in this country if war continues. 
Much of the work, of course, they 
cannot do and then the labor prob- 
lem is only one of a number that con- 
fronts the manufacturer. 


“The Government’s requirements 
are huge and as our first business 
is winning the war, our entire facil- 
ities are at the Government’s disposal 
first. Shortage of materials, of which 
everybody has heard, is a stern real- 
ity facing the truck makers. The re- 
sult can terminate in nothing other 
than a shortage even if the demand

Staggering Blow to Democrats.

ity; passed the “general equal suf- 
frage law with two plural votes for 
age and understanding.” 

A further symptom of reaction is 
the increasing hounding of Matthias 
Erzberger, an honest Democrat anda 
consistent exponent of the no-annex- 
ation principle. A concerted effort 
appears aimed to remove him from 
the co-leadership of the Centre par- 
ty. In Munich Erzberger was openly 
denounced by the leader of the Ba- 
varian clericals, and the leading 
Catholic organ of Bavaria says that 
“it is time to make an end of Erz- 
berger’s affatrs.”’ 


War at Sea. 


Analyzing the chances of war at 
sea, even assuming Germany should 
win a decisive military victory in the 
west this year, Capt. Persius, the 
German naval critic, in the Berlin 
Tageblat writes: 


“Submarine activity will continue, 
and, we can expect, increasingly so. 
In Germany the view is occasionally 
championed that by destroying en-

During this month many 
little things demand attention and 
often mean the difference between 
profit and loss. 

In the first place, if you have not 
hatched as many chicks as you will 
need. for either layers, breeders or 
for exhibition purposes, we would 
advise you to continue to hatch 
throughout the month of June. These 
birds wnearly always carry off the 
prizes at the late winter shows and 
if properly fed and cared for will 
usually begin to lay about Jan. 1. 

During the hot days of June see 
that the drinking pans are never dry. 
The lack of water will greatly re- 
duce your egg yield: and also stunt 
the growth and development of your 
young chicBens. Always keep drink- 
ing water. in the shade. Young chick- 
ens always keep drinking.

You will perhaps have more chicks 
become broody during June than in 
month of the year. Don't allow them 
to remain on the nest after. they 
have stopped laying. . If there are 
fertile eggs in the nest: this will 
start chick development and also en- 
courages the growth of mites and 
lice. By breaking up broody: hens 
promptly, every poultryman can in- 
crease, his average egg yield during 
the year 15 to 25 eggs per hen. 

If you are through hatching we 
would advise you to remove the 
males from the laying pens for the 
remainder of the season and produce 
infertile eggs. This will prevent the 
loss of a large number of eggs that 
will go on the market during the hot 
season.

Segregate the Males. 


Males that are intended for next 
year’s breeding purposes should be 
given the very best of feed and care.

USE OF WATER GLASS 
IN PRESERVING EGGS 


From Six to Nine Months’ Longer 
Freshness Possible by Method. 


The Post-Dispatch published sub- 
stantially this information about six 
weeks ago on the use of water glass 
and lime water solution for preserv- 
ing eggs, but at the request of the 
Back Yard Poultry Division, Women’s 
Division of the Committee on Food 
Cnservation, the following is here- 
with printed: 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture is urging individual stor- 


age of eggs. Receipts of eggs at the 
leading markets are much smaller 


than formerly. During the flush sea. | 


son receipts ran heavier at New York 
than elsewhere, but lately storage fa- 
cilities at seaboard points have been 
so limited that supplies at Eastern 
points have been cut down so that 
there is hardly more than _ stock 
enough for local consumption. For 
that reason, and also because eggs 
stored in water glass or lime water 
are much superior to cold-storage 
eggs, the Government advises that a 
case of 30 dozen eggs be stored in 
every household. 

The process is extremely simple. 
For 20 dozen eggs use two five-galion 
crocks. Take 18 quarts of water that 
has been bciled and cooled. Mix with 
two quarts of sodium silicate (water 
glass). Place eggs as collected fresh 
and clean in crocks, covered to a 
depth of at least two inches with 
water glass solution, Keep in a cool, 
Eggs preserved in this 
way remain perfectly wholesome, 
maintain full food value and are per- 
fectly edible for from six to nine 
months. 

Another satisfactory method of 
storage is the lime water method. 
Place three pounds of unslaked hme 
in five gallons of water and let. it 
stand until the lime settles and: the 
liquid is clear. Then use this solution 
as water glass. 

Remember, that one-third of loss of 
eggs. in storage is due to “blood 
rings” caused by a fertile egg being 
exposed to heat, starting incubdtion, 
so wherever possible obtain eggs 
which are infertile. In general, it is

advisable to kill or sell all the adult 


males, without exception, as soon as 
all eggs wanted for-incubtaion are 
laid. The best of the cockréls each 
year should .be. preferred. for next 
year’s breeding. If the cockerels are 
not giving, promise equaling the old 
stock, new blood should be procured.

OW YOU MAY TELL AGE 
OF DRESSED POULTRY 


There Are a Number of, Indica- 
_. tions by Which Fowl’s Ten- 
‘derness May Be Learned. 


There are a number of age indica- 


tions about: dressed poultry that’ are 


soon learned by an observant per- 
son. The value of such knowledge is 
obvious, especially when dealing with 
butchers or market- 
men. One of the poultry specialists 
in the United States Department of 
Agriculture states that a very com- 
inon and reasonably accurate meth- 
od of testing the age of a carcass 


is to take the end of the breastbone 
farthest from the head between 
‘-humb and finger and attempt to 
bend it to one side. Ina very young 
oird, say a broiler chicken or a 
green goose, it will be easily bent, 
like the cartilage in the human ear; 
in a bifd a year or so old it will be 
brittle, and in an old bird, tough 
and hard to bend or break. Unfor- 
tunately there are sometimes tricky 
dealers who break the end of the 
ureast bone before showing the bird, 
and thus render the test worthless. 
If the feet are left on the carcass, 
they furnish a mark of age. In a 
young bird they are soft and smooth, 
becoming hard and: rough as the 
bird grows older. The claws are 
short and sharp in a young bird, 
growing longer and blunter with age 
and use. Spurs generally occur on 
male chickens. On male -hroilers 
and tender roasting chickens they are 
small; on older, higher-flavored ones 
they are prominent but flexible: on 
cocks they are long and attached to 
the bones of the: legs: on” capons 
they seldom develop until the second 
year of age. 

- Turkeys up to a year old are said 
to ‘have black feet, which grow. pink 
up to three years old, and then grad- 
ually turn gray and dull. 

The age of pigeons can sometimes 
be told by the color of the breast, 
which becomes more and more purp- 
lish as the bird grows older. -Red 
feet are also said to be a sign of 
uge in a pigeon. 

In ducks and geese the flexibility 
of the windpipe is a mark of youth. 
It can be easily squeezed and moved 
when the bird is young, but later 
grows rigid and fixed.

NCE upon a time in a far-off country 4 
courtier stepped upon the King’s big 
toe. The King, being in the privacy of 
his bedchamber, indulged himself in a 
shriek of pain, but an hour later, when 
his foot became swollen to ungainly 
dimensions the physical torture was 

overshadowed by mental anguish. On the morrow an 

Ambassador was expected from a rival state, and how 

could the King meet this august gentleman when it 

was not possible for him to get on his shoe. 

Suddenly a thought came to his mind which was 
truly regal in its brilliancy. He hurriedly called for 
his cobbler, gave secret instructions and set him to 
work. The next day, at the appointed hour, the King 
was able to walk out to meet his distinguished guest. 
His feet were comfortably encased in shoes of soft red 
kid, made with long, pointed toes, which turned up 
at the ends and were attached to his knee buckles by 
earved chains of pure gold. A shamed blush rose to 
the brow of the visiting statesman when he compared 
the King’s resplendent footgear with his own utili- 
tarian boots. After the preliminary bowing and scrap- 
ing he delivered his message in as few words as pos- 
sible and departed with all speed. He felt that he 
should lose no time in introducing this new style 
of shoe into his own country. Meanwhile the mem- 
bers of the King’s court were also dazzled by the spec- 
tacle and straightway rushed to their respective cob- 
blers. So shoes with pointed toes came into fashion 
and people are still wearing them today. 

Hoopskirts became the vogue in much the same man- 
ner. A vain lady of royal lineage was afflicted with 
very large hips, which humiliated her greatly. To 
shield herself from the pitying gaze of the public she 
ordered a gown which should be built out sharply from 
the waistline by the use of large steel rings. When 
completed the dress was even more of a success than 
she had hoped, for it emphasized the slenderness of 
her wasp-like waist and effectually hid the rolls of 
flesh. Her ladies in waiting were delighted with the 
effect and hoopskirts became the rage. At the present 
time the fashion still exists in modified form and the 
Fifth avenue saleslady enthusiastically assures the 
over-plump madame that she looks too sweet for 
anything in pannier and bustle-back draperies. 

It is indeed fortunate for this same plump madame 
that such softly feminine styles exist; otherwise she 
‘might be obliged to garb herself in a tight-fitting 
“English” coat of the style which her fashionable hus- 
band is affecting this year. The late King Edward 
was responsible for this style. One chilly spring day, 
some years before he as- 
cended to the throne, he 
was out on a hunting trip 
when he was caught in a 
terrific thunderstorm. His 
clothing was drenched by 
the pouring rain, so he 
stopped at a peasant’s 
home to borrow a coat in 
which to ride on to the 
palace. The peasant was 
a man of small stature, but

The great war, however, has changed all this. Clothes 
are no longer of such intense interest that the great 
issues of life and humanity are forgotten. Red Cross 
work interferes with daily shopping trips and Paris 
styles are forgotten in enthusiasm over fiberty Bond 
sales. The society women are working for the Gov- 
ernment now, and, as working women, are wearing 
clothing which is less extreme and less expensive than 
that worn in the frivolous days of the past. 


This change of interest has doubtless helped to make 
the women of America reconciled to New York as the 
new style center of the world. The shifting of the style 
center from Paris to this country was due in the first 
place to public sentiment, but must have occurred in 
any event because of the present dearth of designers 
abroad. Practically all the artists upon whom fashion 
relied have gone into military service and several of 
them have already given their lives for the cause. 
The women artists, left alone, did not have the initia- 
tive, or perhaps the heart, to carry on the industry 
successfully, so it was natural that American mer- 
ehants should see their opportunity. 


The style center, now in the United States, is con- 
trolled absolutely by the large retail merchants. There 
are no individual designers, each creating and exploit- 
ing in his own way, without regard for the ideas of 
others, as there were in Paris. Twice each year, in 
February -and in August, conventions are held at 
which artists and merchants meet to formulate plans 
and develop ideas. Hundreds of suggestions are shown 
by designers from large department stores and thou- 
sands of samples of textiles are brought in by the mill 
representatives. The styles for the coming seasons 
take definite form by a process of elimination based 


on past successes and on the predicted needs and de- 
sires of the public. 


Since the orders for the manufacture of a particular 
style of women’s ready-to-wear clothing must go in 
at least six months before the sale season opens 
fashion forecasting is a serious matter. Style risks 
are not so serious now, however, as they were when 
the designs were created in Paris four years ago. Then, 
as has been said, fashion depended upon flippant ideas 
or current events for inspiration—a successful new 
play, a daring dance or even a far-off war, which 
might suggest the use of Mandarin coats or Balkan 

hats.

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URING this month 
there passed, in al- 
most universal over 
sight, the anniver- 
sary of an event as 
colosally important 
to the human race ag 

was that other feat, hidden in the 
darkness of primeval ages, when 
some savage first ventured to launch 
himself on the water with a log for 
support. On May 7, ten years ago,- 
the world learned for the first time that man had 
conquered a new element—the air. 

Only a decade has passed, but today we accept al- 
most as news commonplaces stories of combats be- 
tween airplanes five miles up in the sky, of huge 
bombing expeditions dropping tons of explosives from 
the air, of airplanes sallying forth to battle in squad- 
rons and fleets, of appropriations of vast sums for 
aerial programs, :of a flight in which 10 passengers 
were carried on a single machine for 320 miles. 

Yet it was only 10 years ago that a Cleveland editor, 
wiring to his correspondent at Manteo, N. C., com- 
manded that he confine himself to facts and “cut out 
all this wildcat ‘stuff about two-mile flights."” The 
writers who ‘‘covered’”’ the flights stuck strictly to such 
facts as they were able to obtain, without romancing, 
fanciful descriptions .or the hazarding of guesses. But 
these plain accounts, now known to be accurate, were 
regarded with great suspicion when received in news- 
paper offices, and were greeted by most of the public 
with scoffing. 

It was on the night of May 6, 1908, that D. Bruce Sal- 
ley, a reporter from Newport News, Va., entered the 
office of the United States Weather Bureau at Manteo 
and wrote a brief dispatch, duplicating it to a dozen 
big morning newspapers in the East. The dispatch 
tersely stated that Orville and Wilbur Wright had 
flown that afternoon 1000 odd feet in a heavier-than- 
air machine propelled by an engine, and offered to 
send the full story on telegraphic order. 

Next morning the public at large received an ac- 
curate account of the Wrights’ performance. Their 
machine—the construction of which was known only 
to themselves and the few lifesavers on the North Caro- 
lina banks who had helped them lug the big canvas 
and wooden bird up Kill Devil Hill—had soared off 
into space, had proceeded in a straight line a fifth of 
a mile and had dropped gently to the sand with neither 
itself nor its inventors any the worse for the experi- 
ence. The news, utterly discredited by many sci- 
entists and taken with several grains of salt by the 
world generally, was flashed the length and breadth 
of the globe. Most persons considered the report in- 
credible. 

The strange fact, however, was that no less than five 
years before—on Dec. 17, 1903—one of the Wrights 
had almost duplicated this feat at the same spot, Kill 
evil Hill. On that day, for the first time in all his- 
tory, a heavier-than-air machine, propelled by an en- 
gine and carrying a man, had supported itself in the 
air. The first flight lasted only 12 seconds; and the 
second and third were of about the same endurance. 
Gat at the fourth trial the machine remained in the 
a'r 59 seconds and flew 852 feet, only about 200 feet 
less than the distance of May 6, 1908. Then a gust of 
wind blew the machine over as it rested on the ground 
and wrecked it. The Wrights packed up the salvage 
and returned to their home in Dayton, saying nothing 
of their epoch-making triumph. 
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One afternoon in May, 1908, reporter hidden in tree saw through 
field glasses Orville and Wilbur Wright fly 1000 feet over North 
Carolina sand dunes, in heavier-than-air machine propelled by 
engine—Wired story of feat to newspapers, and next day public 
received epochal news with incredulity—‘Cut out wildeat stuff 
about two-mile flights,’’ editor commanded -:- 


At Dayton they built another machine, and at its 
first flight invited reporters of that city to be present. 
The engine failed to work and the craft could not get 
off the ground. A few of thé reporters returned the 
next day, and when the same thing happened gafe 
up the assighment in disgust. It is a fact, however, 
that the Wrights made many brief flights in the vicin- 
ity of Dayton in the next five years, but without at- 
tracting local, to say nothing of national, attention. It 
was not until 1908 that the Government offered to 
purchase one of their machines if it could fulfill cer- 
tain tests:~ The errand of the brothers to Kill Devil 
Hill on that day in May, 10 years ago, was to prepare 
to meet the Government requirements, at trials to be 
held in the fall of that year. 

A day or so before Salley filed in the Manteo office 
the dispatch which electrified the world, word had 
been received in several metropolitan newspaper of- 
fices that the Wrights had gone to Kitty Hawk and 


Wilbur and Orville Wright. 


were again conducting experiments with a glider, as 
an airplane without motive power is called. As the 
Wrights had obtained some success in glider build- 
ing, and as rumor credited them with having con- 
structed an airplane engine capable of lifting the glid- 
er from the ground and propelling it through the air. 


several New York newspapers dispatched staff repre-. 


sentatives to the banks. They were at this moment 
groping their way to that isolated corner of the world. 
50-odd miles from the railroad and accessible only 
by motor boat from Elizabeth City, N. C. 


Salley, who had “covered” the banks whenever ship-~ 


wrecks worth while occurred there, had received more 
accurate advance information concerning the Wrights’ 
experiments than had the metropolitan newspaper ed- 
itors, and had dropped down to Manteo, on the Island 
of Roanoke, some days previous. Each morning there- 
after he had made the 10-mile trip across Pamlico 
Sound to Kitty Hawk, and from a crotch in a forest 
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The original Wright airplane. Notice it had no wheels, but rested on skids. There were two propellers, located behind the driver 
instead of in front of him, as now, and far in front were two small elevating and depressing planes. The rudder, of course, is behind, —

¢ tree on the edge of the desert-like 
" banks had observed the activities 
about the Wright hangar with the aid 
of a powerful pair of field glasses. 
His perch also commanded an ex- 
cellent view of the ocean side of Kill 
Devil Hill, largest of all the giant 
sand dunes, up the side of which 
had been constructed a 300-foot rail- 
way. 

Twice each day the Wrights, as- 
sisted by the lifesavers, all of 
whom had been sworn to secrecy, started the 
glider down the incline, elevated the plane and 
shot into the air; to drop gracefully’ upon the earth 
after short flights measured in time by seconds. An 
accurate description of the contrivance in which the 
Wrights flew was impossible, as no close view of it 
could be obtained even by an adroit and resourceful re- 
porter. So determined were the inventors to guard 
their craft with secrecy that they announced they 
would pack up their machine and return to Dayton 
the instant they learned they were spied upon. It was 
no part of Salley’s plan to spoil a good story. - 

The afternoon of May 6 was cloudy, witha tendency 
toward rain. The wind was northeast and blowing 
14 miles an hour. Ordinarily the Wrights would not 
fly in this sort of weather. Nevertheless the machine 
was brought from the hangar and started. The glasses 


showed that it was not only. equipped with a gas — 


engine, but that it carried seats for two and had 
‘a pair of propellers. The group of lifesavers prevented 
a clear view of the start, but a moment later the re- 
porter did see the machine take the air, head directly 
for the ocean and land a thousand feet distant, ap- 
parently under full control of the pilot. At dusk, no 
more flights having been attempted, the reporter made 
bis way back to Manteo, well aware that he had a 
story of world-wide interest, but depressed by the 
knowledge that the facts would be generally dis- 
credited. 

The dispatches put on the wire that night described 
the airplane asa long box, the sides and ends of which 
were open, except for a few upright pieces of wood 

*and guy wires. The top and bottom of the frame were 
made of canvas or silk. The engine, thought to be of 
20 horsepower, was given as being located in the mid- 
dle of the box. Attached to it by shafts were two wood- 
en propellers, each carrying a pair of blades. Back 
of the propellers and equidistant from them was a rud- 
der. In front was a small, box-shaped affair projecting 
outward, which was believed to regulate the eleva- 
tion of the plane. This was the best description that 
the reporter, a careful, trained observer, could give. 
He hazarded the opinion that the machine could have 
kept the air an hour, but this statement every editor 
who received the story scrupulously blue penciled. 

Next day haif a dozen newspaper men from New 
York arrived at Manteo. Every one was a doubting 
Thomas straight from Missouri. They were all going 
right over to the flying fields and talk to the Wrights. 
But they didn’t. For one thing, the Wrights weren't 
talking. For another, lifesavers bobbed up out of no- 
where when one had iabored through sand to a point 
a mile from the hangar. They were acting under 
instructions from Washington, which were to the 
effect that the inventors were not to be disturbed. 
The Wrights had the legal end of the argument, as 
they had borrowed the land from the lifesavers, whe 
owned it.

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@aw that she had three spare six-inch guns under the 
poop deck and two six-inch pieces mounted astern. 
The guns were mounted on an elevator, and when 
the time came they ran the elevator up until the 
guns were on a level with the poop deck, but other- 
wise they were out of sight from other ships.

About two bells the following morning the Moewe's 
engines began to groan and shake her up a bit, and 
we could hear the blades jump out of the water every 
once in a while and tear away.

I have seen him twibble it and let it drop a dozen 
times, and yet it never broke. 

Then the Huns ordered us up on deck to see the 
ship they had been firing at, and when we came up 
the companion way they were just bringing the other 
ship's skipper aboard. It was the French collier St. 
Theodore. hove to off the starboard side with a prize 
crew from the Moewe aboard and wigwagging to the 
raider. 

I looked around while we were taking the air and 
shivering, and I never saw. a stronger watch than 
they were standing on the Moewe. There were two 
men up forward on the forecastle peak, one on the 
starboard and one on the port bow, one up in the 
crow'’s nest, about 12 on the bridge and four on the 
poop deck. I do not believe that gang could miss a 
splinter in the water, and every one of them had binoc- 
ulars. 

There was nothing to be seen on deck but the tor- 
pedo tubes up against the sea gates, with tarpaulins 
over them, and piles of life belts thrown on top of the 
hatches. On the bridge they had wicker baskets with 
earrier pigeons in them, and near the funnels they 
had livestock—a cow, pigs, dogs and chickens—all 
caged in. 

Then the Huns began shouting, and they rousted us 
below decks again. The place where we had been 
was filled with smoke, from what or why I do not 
know, but it was almost impossible to breathe in it.

We had only been there a short time when some 
of the German officers came down and asked if any 
of the men would volunteer to go firing on the Yar- 
rowdale, and we almost mobbed them totake us. They 
began putting down the names of the men who were 
to go, and I talked them into putting mine down, too. 
Then I felt about 500 pounds lighter. 

Five o'clock came, and by that time I had forgot- 
ten to do any worrying. We received our usual ra- 
tions, and most of us who had volunteered figured 
that we would receive clothes and shoes. In the-morn- 
ing an officer came down below and read out the 
names of those who were to go, and I felt even lighter 
when he called mine. We were each given a life belt 
and mustered on deck. 

There was a moving picture machine on the boat 
deck, and as we came up the hatchway.the operator 
began turning the handle. I was whistling, “Hello, 
Hawaii, How Are You?” and one of the sentries said to 
me in English: ‘That’s all Americans are good for. 
anyway.” Then he started to whistle, ““Good-by, My 
Blue Bell, Farewell to You.” He said some more then, 
to the effect that we Americans had very little on our 
minds, and, generally speaking, were not responsible. 
I never was guilty before, and never have been since, 
but I must confess that at this moment [ made up 
some poetry. It came to me just as easy as if I had 
been in the business, and I said to him: ‘‘We can smile 
when we fight, and whistle when we're right, and 
knock the Kaiser out of sight.” .They were shoving us 
over the side and down the Jacob’s ladder, and this lad 
took hold of me where my collar would have been, 
if I had one, and gave me a boost that brought me up 
against the rail before my turn. 

The sea was pretty nasty and some of the men 
had narrow escapes from falling between the Moewe 
and the lifeboats when the swells rocked us. One man 
fell from the ladder and broke his neck on the gun- 
wale-of the lifeboat. They took over boat after boat 
to the Yarrowdale, until, finally, we were all there. 
Then they mustered us on deck and warned us not 
to start anything, because they had a time bomb in 
the engine room and two on the bridge. Meantime. 
they had brought over several boatloads of hard tack, 
and we threw it into No. 3 hold. This was to be our 
food for some time.

HAVE SOME SEAL MEAT? | 


HE latest project of the United States Bureau 
of Fisheries for increasing the national food 
supply is the canning and corning of seal 
meat. The meat of the seal, fresh, salted and 

smoked, is a regular article of diet among the natives 
of the Pribilof Islands: The shoulders are said to be 
especially palatable, and, when properly cooked, to re- 
semble swan breast in flavor and appearance. This 
dish is regularly seryed at the mess of the Govern- 
ment employes on St. Paul and St. George Islands. A 
small experimental canning outfit is to be installed in 
the islamds._It is also proposed to utilize the bones 
of the séal in making fertilizer; to obtain oil for dress- 
ing skins from the surplus blubber; to make leather 
from the throats or gullets; and possibly to use the 
intestines for casings, and various glands for medici- 
nal or food extracts. The prospective resumption of 
commercial sealing at an early date will yield a great 
number of seal carcasses for these various purposes.

IME and tide, they say, 

wait for no man, but I 

visited recently a con- 

tented married pair who 

seem not to have let 

those imperious’ ele- 

ments nor other influ- 

ences of change and fortune interfere 
with the even tenor of their lives. 

Capt. and Mrs. Thomas Parker both 
have passed the alloted three-score and 
ten and are well along in the fifth 
score of their years. They celebrated 
their golden -wedding anniversary 17 years ago. They 
have a great-granddaughter 12 years old. 

For 53 years they have lived in the same house at 
the foot of Ferry street. Every year the river rises 
threateningly about their feet and many years it makes 
good its threat and comes rampaging right into the 
house. Each year Mrs. Parker calmly packs everything 
valuable on the top shelves or inta the top drawers and 
smilingly défies the waters to come and do their 
worst. . :; 

They have seen the tide of prosperity on the river 
reach its crest and ebb away, yet they still live upon 
the income derived from the river. 

About 30 years ago the Merchants Bridge came and 
spun its mighty spans across their front dooryard. Rail- 


road tracks hemmed them close about on three sides 


and other structures of -big industrial plants rose te 
cast shadows over their modest brown 
house. Quite a village, of which their home 
was originally a part, long ago betook itself 
away to localities thought to be more con- 
ducive to home life. 


Yet the Parkers remained in their present 
abiding place undisturbed. Ask them if the 
roar of the trains overhead and the cinders 
and the occasional chunk of coal or iron bolt 
that comes hurtling down upon their roof 
and the smoke of many tall chimneys do 
not disturb them, and they will reply most 
cheerfully: ‘Yes, but we got here first.’

Jn the meantime news and magazine writers had 
begun to arrive in numbers which threatened to swamp 
two small hotels at Manteo. Even their prelim- 

accounts so congested the single wire owned by

Both these flights were unexampled in that the 
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Wrights did not keep to a straight course. For the 
first time they circled one of the dunes and also re- 
turned to the starting point after a straight flight of 
three-quarters of a mile. The observers commented on 
the skillful manner in which the big canvaseird made 
the curves. in 

All this time the news writers had been unable to 
get anything lixe an actual description of the machine, 
From the time it left the hangar until it reached the 
top of the incline railways it was surrounded by life- 
savers, and ¢he moment it struck the ground it was 
hurried to the hangar, the doors of which were quickly 
locked. A delegation of newspaper men who called 
on the Wrights were politely received, but were in- 
formed that no information concerning the airplane 
would be given out for publication until after the ex- 
periments. Be it said to the credit of the lifesavers 
that they were as cautious as were the Wrights, even 
in discussing the events of the day in their own fam- 
ilies. A Visiting college student who got himself up 
as a fisherman managed to get a brief squint into the 
hangar, but what he discovered was of little value, as 
he was not a trained_ observer. Long-fange photo- 
graphs were, of course, made, but even when enlarged 
they failed to show more than a blur of canvas, 
struts and guy wires.

flight of eight miles, the distance being judged ac- 
curately over ground carefully measured. All pre- 
vious speed records were broken, two of the eight 
miles being made in 2 minutes and 40 seconds. Sev- 
eral short flights were then made and late in the day 
Wilbur Wright, with Furness, his mechanician, rose 
in the air to beat even the eight-mile record. At the 
height of 20 feet he started up the beach in a north- 
easterly direction, and in the face of a 20-mile-an-hour 
wind. In chronicling this flight one of the reporters 
wrote: 

“Down the homestretch, between the sea and the 
sand hill, something gave way. The ‘watchers heard 
a whirring of the machine and then all was silent. 
While we waited for her to reappear word was brought 
that the ship had been wrecked. A wrong lever had 
been pulled, and her nose, instead of elevating, had 
turned down and she had dived into the sand. A guy 
wire cut Wright on the nose, but he escaped other 
injury.”’ 

This ended the experiments for the spring. Such 
parts of the machine as.could not readily be packed 
up were broken and buried in the sand, to prevent any 
secret of construction from becoming known. The 
parts salvaged were hurried to the hangar, where 
that night they were securely crated and taken on 
beach carts to the boat landing. . Here they were care- 
fully guarded until the boat sailed for Elizabeth City.

“No,” curtly. The United States em- 
ployment office is busy this morning and 
can’t encourage conversation. 

“What's doin’?” asks the next man in 
line, with the air of one familiar in and 
to the place.. Two or three points where 
men are wanted are named to him rapidly. He turns 
away. Still not the change of scenery he desires. 

“I wanta go t’ that Wes’ Virginia job,” says an- 
other. 

All right! Here’s a man to do business with. He 
gets immediate, if brief, attention. A clerk asks a 
few questions and writes the answers hurriedly on a 
printed form card about the size of an ordinary postal. 
Name, age, whether married or having dependents, 
nationality, citizenship—that’s about all except a few 
details which the clerk can fill in on his own account. 
Within 24 hours the applicant will be on the way East, 
transportation free, with a hundred or so others who 
have followed him to the employment counter. A 
couple of days later he will be at work on a Govern- 
ment project for the highest pay he has received in 
years, 

This is a sample of what the Government, by means 
of employment agencies all over the country, is doing 
to gather up labor in localities where there is a sur- 
plus and transport it to places where it is urgently 
needed to carry on the work vital to the prosecution 
of the war. In the month of April about 3000 work- 
men were recruited in St. Louis and placed in jobs 
where they would do the most good. John B. Densmore, 
Director of the United States Employment Service, said 
recently in Washington that 30,000 concerns were now 
using the bureau to obtain men and that from 100,000 
to 150,000 workers were being placed monthly. The 
service is only beginning to get under way on a new 
basis, having been reorganized less than four months 
ago. 

Of the men recruited in St. Louis last month, approx- 
imately two-thirds were sent to the East, Southeast 
and South. Baltimore, Norfolk, Muscle Shoals, Ala., 
and other points on or near the Atlantic seaboard re- 
ceived shipments of men from here. Some went to 
Nashville, Tenn., and others to Memphis. The latter 
are now employed in river revetment work. The re- 
maining 1000 men were sent for the most part to St. 
Louis employers in need of help, although contingents 

were dispatched to various Missouri and Illinois points. 
A few took places on farms, all requisitions from farm- 
ers being filled. 

The movement of workmen for months has been 
from West to East, because the great bulk of the war 
work still is being done in a few Eastern states, despite 
the fact that increasing quantities of it are being 
distributed to various parts 
of the country. A prepon- 
derence of the men moved 
by the Government agen- 
cies are common laborers. 
The reason for this is the 
Government's policy of op- 
position to robbing one 
community for the benefit 
of another, and in these war 
times there are few com- 
munities which cannot use 
all the skilled labor they 
may have. Such surplus- 
age as there is in various 
places is in day laborers. 

Wages for laborers on war 
projects vary somewhat 
with conditions and locality, 
but the average is about 32 
cents an hour for a basic 
eight-hour day, with time 
and a half for overtime. 
Men on river work are sup- 
plied with food and lodg- 
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At the regisrtation desk. 


ing and receive relatively less wages. On the 
other hand, the advertisement in St. Louis re- 
cently for 100 men to go to West Virginia offered 
371-2 cents an hour, with the usual overtime. 
The order was quickly filled and the laborers forward- 
ed are now making $4.12 1-2 cents a day for 10. hours 
work. Skilled labor also is receiviag high pay for war 
work, but the range is so wide for different classes of 
work that no attempt can be made here to give figures. 


Densmore, the new head of the United States Em- 
ployment Service, took charge soon after the reor- 
ganization in January of this year. He had been for 
five years solicitor for the Department of Labor. 
Before the reorganization the service was buried so 
deep in the Labor Department that it could hardly 
be found with a search warrant. It was the Distribu- 
tion Branch of the Division ot Information of the Im- 
migration Bureau of the department, and was limited 
as to appropriations and operations. Under the new 
scheme it has been made an independent bureau, with 
sufficient money to push its work aggressively. 

The St. Louis office of the service is at 17 and 19 
North Eighth street. Examiner W. R. King has been 
in charge two years. Under the old regime he had 
three employes. The number has been increased in 
the present year to 14 and the offices have been re- 
furnished and re-equipped. Examiner. King’s district 
embraces Eastern and Southern Missouri. His work 
is in close co-operation with that of William H. Lewis, 
Missouri Commissioner of Labor: They occupy joint 
offices and all advertisements for men, either for local 
or outside employment, are signed “‘Federal-State Em- 
ployment Bureau.” 

The recent statement of Director Densmore that 
there is no present scarcity of labor in the United 
States has been found to be true so far as this section 
of the country is concerned. 

“There is plenty of labor for any purpose for those 
employers who are willing to pay the wages which the 
men think they should have and which they can get

under present conditions,” said Examiner King. “The 
greatest unfilled demand just now is for railroad labor- 
ers, not because of a lack of men, but be@ause of the 
comparatively small pay offered. We hope this com 
dition will be remedied so that we can supply the rajl- 
roads with the men that they badly need. , 

“We have made a careful inquiry with regard to the 
needs of the farmers in this district, and we find that 
they are complaining very little of a shortage of help 
for the planting season. They will need considerable 
assistance, however, at harvest time. 


“This assistance we expect to give them. For months 
our efforts have been directed largely toward supply- 
ing men to the war plants, but the United States Em- 
ployment Service has had its eye on the farm prohiem 
also and has been preparing to meet it at the proper 
time. We expect to recruit large numbers of experi- 
enced farm laborers who will be willing to go to the 
harvest fields for the wages they can get there, and 
we are conducting a farm to farm canvass in an effort 
to learn just what help will be needed and when, so 
that demands gan be met with the least possible loss of 
motion. We are also calling the attention of the farm- 
ers to the fact that those who have sons in the army 
camps can obtain temporary furloughs for them upon 
the presentation of proper affidavits as to the need for 
their services. 

“In connection with our efforts an auxiliary work 
is being done by the Department of Labor, which is 
recruiting a large reserve army of workers who agree 
to go where needed for war work when called upon. 
This department is known as the United States Public 
Service Reserves. In addition to enrolling about 250,- 
000 mechanics to meet the future requirements of the 
shipyards and the army and navy, the department is 
recruiting a reserve army of boys and young men from 
the ages of 16 to 21 vears, who are willing to go on the 
farms when needed in the summer. Many of these are 
high school and college youths. There also are being 
registered city and town men who can give part of 
their time to farm work. 
From these various ranks 
will be supplied the work- 
ers, especially at harvest 
time, for which the Unit- 
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ed States Employment 
Service shall receive de- 
mands.” 


The St. Louis office of 
the United States Employ- 
ment Service has a wom- 
an's department, which 
has not yet been devel- 
oped to the proportions 
designed for it. Examin- 
er King also has taken 
over from the local col- 
lege alumni association the 
Collegiate Bureau of Occu- 
pations, which is in direct 
charge of Mies Clarissa 
Rockstedt, a graduate of 
Bryn Mawr and of Wash- . 
ington University law 
school.

HE Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine today pre- 
sents the firet installment of that portion of 
the book by Albert N. (Gunner) Depew which 
narrates the experiences of this young Ameri- 

can sailor as a prisoner in the hands of the Germans, 

No more vivid picture of conditions in the prison 

camps of Germany and of Teuton brutality has come 


‘out of the war. 


Gunner Depew is a son of an American seaman, and 


therefore from childhood had a predilection for the - 


sea. At the age of 12 he shipped as cabin boy ona 
whaler, and later, when only 14, was a first-class 
wheelsman on a British tramp steamer which visited 
most.of the important ports of Europe. 

When he became old enough, Gunner Depew joined 
the United States navy as a fireman, working up to 
first-class gunner, with the rating of a chief petty of- 
ficer. After four years and three months he received 
an honorable discharge. This was on April 14, 1914, 4 
Jew months before the storm broke in Europe. 

After listening in New York to the narrative of a 
wounded Canadian Lieutenant, the young American de- 
termined to go to the other side and enlist in the 


French army, his mother having been a native of Al- 


sace. He joined the Foreign Legion, participated in 
the hottest kind of fighting around Dixmude, and was 
wounded. After recovering he was assigned to the 
French battleship Cassard as a gunner. 

The lad nezt saw fighting at the Dardanelles, where 
he received the French Croix de Guerre. He was again 
wounded in an engagement between the Cassard and 
two German war vessels and, having lost the sight of 
one eye, was discharged from the French service. After 
some time in hospital, he took passage at Brest on the 
steamer Georgic for New York. This is where the nar- 
rative begins: 


ee ee 


Captured by the Moewe. 
HEN the tugs had cast off, and after 

a while, we had dropped our pilot, 

I said to myself: “Now we are off 

and it’s the States for me—end of 

the line—far as we go—IF’’—— 

But the “if’’ did not look very big 

to me, though I could see it with 
the naked eye, all right. 

I went to the after wheelhouse and took a slant at 
the compass, which read west by northwest by 3-4 
west. I chatted a while with the boys there, and then 
went to see the commissary steward and laid in a sup- 
ply of Capstan and Three Castle cigarettes. Heeled 
with these, I went back to the after forecastle and found 
a lot of firemen, oilers and wipers who were off watch. 
I played poker for cigarettes with these fellows until 
the game broke up, with one fireman in possession of 
all the cigarettes. After that I went to my stateroom 
and turned in. 

The following morning I went to the galley, and, 
after a hard struggle with the chef, got something to 
eat. Then came boat drill. The siren shrilled three 
times, and we were all stationed at the boats, which 
were swung out on the davits. We carried 10 lifeboats, 
five on the starboard and five on the port. 

When the siren blew the second time, it was a sight 
to see the scramble on deck for the boats. Someone 
yelled, “Submarine on the port bow,” and all the little 
fellows were trampled on, and one lad - as push:d down 
the fiddley and broke his leg. I made up my mind 
then and there that if we should happen to get tor- 
‘pedoed it was me for a hatch cover and no lifeboats 

need apply. I would rather take my chances with a 
match for a buoy than in a rush for the boats with 
that gang. : 


It was rough weather those first two days out, and. 


it was raining most of the time. I would not have 
been on deck at all, because the dampness made my 
legs ache, but there was one of the gunners at the 
stern gun that was good for a laugh every time I talked 
to him. It was a shame the way that fellow was going 
to treat any Germans he saw. No submarine would 
have a minute’s chance with him; he would put salt on 
any boche tail in sight. I took it all in and told him 
what a guy for gunpowder he was, but after a while I 
got tired trying not to laugh in his face and left him. 

I loafed around or slept all day, and at night started 
back to the after forecastle to have another go at cig- 
arette poker. You know, of course, that ships pass- 


thing as a war zone.” 


ing through the war zone cover all their portholes, al- 
lowing no lights to show whatsoever, and even smoking 
on deck-.is forbidden. So I was pretty sore when I 
found the firemen had their portholes wide open, and 
the light shining through like a searchlight. 

I bawled them out, and asked them whether they 
thought they were in London or Germany, and if they 
did not know they were in the war zone. Thef one 
of them said, ‘‘War zone be damned. There is no such 
We had a little argument, and 
after a while they closed the portholes. But*’we did 
not have a poker game. 

Then I got an envelope and paper from the steward, 
and went to my stateroom with the intention of writing 
a letter to a friend and mailing it as soon as I arrived 
at an Aftiantic port. But a Limey knocked on the 
door just after I got started, and he talked to me for a 
long time. Finally he asked me what I was doing. I 
felt like telling him I was doing nothing but wishing 
he would leave me, but I said I had been going to 
write a letter, when he came in. He asked me where 
I was going to mail it, and I said I would stop the mail 
steamer in the morning. And I think he believed me! 

At last he went out, and I turned in without writing 
the letter. I got up about 4 o’clock the next morning, 
which was Sunday, Dec. 10, 1916—a date I do not think 
I will ever forget. 

As soon as I was dressed I went down to the fore- 
castle peak and from there into the paint locker, where 


_I found some rope. Then back again on deck, and made 


myself a hammock, which I rigged up on the boat deck, 
figuring that I would have a nice sun bath, as the 
weather had at last turned clear. 3 

As soon as I had the hammock strung, I went down 
to the baker and had a nice chat with him—and stole 
a few hot buns, which was what I was really after— 
and away to the galley for breakfast. I was almost ex- 
actly amidships, sitting on an old orange box. I had 
not been there long when Old Chips, the ship’s carpen- 
ter, stuck his head in the door and sang out, ‘“‘Ship on 
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the starboard bow.” I did 
not pay any attention to 
him, because ships on the 
starboard bow were no nov- 
elty to me, or on the port 
either. Chips was not crazy 
about looking at her either, 
for he came in and sat on 
another box and began scof- 
fing. He said he thought 
she was a tramp, and that 
she flew the British flag 
astern. 


I ate all I could get hold 
of and went out on deck. I 
stepped out of the galley 
just in time to see the fun. 
The ship was just opposite 
us, when away went our 
wireless and some of the 
boats on the starboard side, 
and then boom! boom! and 
we heard the report of the 
guns. I heard the shrapnel 
whizzing around us just as 
I had many times before. I 
jumped back in the galley, 
and Chips and the cook 
were shaking so hard they 
made the pans rattle. 


When the firing stopped 
I went up to the boat deck. 
I had on all of my clothing, . 
but instead of shoes I was 
wearing a pair of wooden 
clogs. Then men and boys 
were crazy—rushing around 
the deck and knocking each other down, and every- 
body getting in everybody else’s way. We lowered our 
Jacob’s ladder, but some of the men and boys were 
already in the water. Why they jumped I do not know.

There was an oiler on the 
Georgic named Mallen, and 
though he wore gasses, he 
was the toughest bird I ever 
saw. He had been almost 
stone blind for a year and a 

‘ half, and he could hardly 
see at all without his 
glasses, which were thick 
and powerful. He was on 
the boat deck when they be- 
gan shelling us, and it was 
a miracle he was not killed 
at once, but he was able to 
hide behind a funnel. When 
they quit firing, you could 
have worn that funnel for 
a peek-a-boo waist, but Mal- 
len was not scratched. I! 
guess he was so tough the 
shrapnel was afraid of him. 


When he was going down 
the Jacob’s’ ladder’ the 
fellow above him must have 
been in a hurry, for he 
kicked Mallen in the face 
and broke one of the lenses, 
which left Mallen with a 
monocle. He held it up in 
front of one eye and shut 
the other one, and _ that 
was the only way he could 
_see a foot in front of him. 


Then the German raider 
Moewe headed right in to- 
ward us, and I thought she 
was going to ram us, but 
she backed water about 30 yards away. She lowered 
a lifeboat, and it made for the Georgic, passing our 
men in the water as they came and crashing them on 
the head with boathooks when they could reach them.

When the lifeboat reached the Jacob's ladder I went 
over to the pprt side of the Georgic, and then the Ger- 
mans came qver the side and hoisted up the kegs.

Some of them went down into the engine room and 
opened the sea cocks. . bout this time some more of the 
Limeys came up from the poop deck, and I told them 
to stay where I was, and that the Germans would 
take us over in lifeboats. Another squad of Germans 
hoisted eight of the dynamite kegs on their shoulders 
and down into No. 5 hold with them. 


Meantime the Germans saw us up on the boat deck 
and came up after us. And over went the Limeys. 
But I waited,

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and coat and clogs, and, believe me, it was not a case 
of all dressed up and no place to go! 


Then I swam hard and caught up to the Limeys 
who had jumped first. They were asking each other if 
they were downhearted and answering “Not a bit of 
it, me lads,” and trying to sing “Pack up your troubles 
in your old kit bag,” only they could not do much 
singing on account of the waves that slipped into their 
mouths every time they opened them. That was just 
like Limeys, though. They will carry on, to use a 
well-known expression, “till hell freezes over.’’ 


Some of the boys were just climbing up the Jacob’s 
ladder on the Moewe when the old Georgic let out an 
awful roar and up went the deck and the hatches high 
in the air in splinters. One fellow let go his hold on 
the ladder and went down, and he never came up. 
The Germans were making for the Moewe in the life- 
boat, and we reached it just before they did. Up the 
ladder we went and over the side, and the first thing 
we caught sight of was the German revolvers in our 
faces, drilling us all into line. 


The lifeboat brought back the ship’s papers from the 
Georgic and we had rollcall. They kept us up on deck 
in our wet underwear, and it was very cold indeed. 
Then the first mate and the Old Man and one of the 
German officers called off the names, and we found 
we had 50 missing. 


The boche commander had gall enough to say to 
our Old Man that he was not there to kill men, but 
to sink all ships that were supplying the allies! He 
said England was trying to starve Germany, but they

After rollcall some of us asked the Germans for 
clothes, or at least a place to dry ourselves in, but 
Fritz could not see us for the dust on the ocean, and we 
just had to stand there and shiver till we shook the 

_ deck, almost. Then I went and sat down on the pipes 
that feed the deck winches. They had quite a head of 
steam in them, and I was beginning to feel more 
comfortable, when I got a good clout alongside of the 
head for sitting there and trying to keep warm. It was 
a German garby, and he started calling me all the vari-

Ous kinds of schweinhunde he could think of, and he 
could think of a lot. 

Finally they mustered us all on another part of 
the deck, then drilled us down into the forecastle and 
read the martial law of Germany to us. At least, I 
guess that is what it was. It might have been the “Help 
Wanted—Dog Catchers” column from the Berlin 
Lokal Taggabble for all most of us knew or cared. 
It shows what cads the Germans are — reading all 
those four-to-the-pound words to us shivering gar- 
bies, who did not give a dime a dozen whether we 
heard them or not. Fritz is like some other hot 
sketches—he is funniest when he does not mean to be. 
Every German is a vaudeville skit when he acts 
natural, 

There were hammocks there, and we jumped into 
them to get warm, but the Germans came down with 
their revolvers and bayonets and took the hammocks 
away, and poured water on the decks and told us to 
sleep there. They could not have done a worse trick 
than that. 

Then they put locks on the portholes and told us 
that anyone caught fiddling with the locks would be 


shot at once. This was because we might sight a Brit- — 


ish or French man of war at any time, and as the 
Moewe was sailing under the British flag and trying to 
keep out of trouble, they did not want us at the ports 
signaling our own warships for help. If they had 
bucked any of the allied ships and had a fight, we 
would have died down there like rats. 

The Moewe had already captured the Voltaire, Mount 
Temple, Cambrian Range and the King George, and 
had the crews of these vessels between decks with us. 
These men told us how the Germans were treating 
them, and it looked to me as though the evening would 
be spent in playing games and a pleasant time would 
be had by all—not. 

The crew of the Mount Temple were on deck work- 
ing when the raider suddenly opened fire on them. 
Two or three men jumped into the water, and the 
Germans turned a gun on them while they were swim- 
ming and killed them. That was just a sample of 
what had happened to them. , 

The men now began running up and down in a line 
to keep warm, but I took a little run on my own hook 
and treated myself to as much of a once-over of the 
ship as I could. I do not believe the Moewe had 
more than a three-fourths-inch armor plate, but be- 
hind that she had three rows of pig iron, which made 
about a foot in thickness. There was nothing but 
cable strung along the deck, and when I saw that 
I would have given anything to have had a crack at 
her with a 14-inch naval And I sure wished hard 
enough that one of our ships would slip up on us, 
whether we were caught between decks or not. I 
went aft as far as the sentry would let me, and I
